Herb  Schmidt  graduated  Summa  Cum  Laude  from  Missouri  Southern  State 
College  in  1978  with  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  political  science.  His  rapid 
ascension  in  the  leadership  ranks  at  Contract  Freighters,  Inc.  began  in  1984 
when  he  joined  one  of  the  nation’s  most  exceptional  trucking  companies  as 
Director  of  Safety.  Appointed  President  in  May  2000,  Mr.  Schmidt  oversees  a 
multi-million  dollar  concern  with  offices  and  trucking  terminals  throughout  the 
United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico.  He  has  served  the  company  as  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Safety,  Vice  President  of  Administration,  Vice  President  of  Operations, 
Senior  Vice  President  of  Operations  and  Senior  Vice  President  of  Marketing 
and  Sales.  CFI  s  international  services  lead  the  industry  in  providing  a  seamless  transportation  con¬ 
duit  throughout  North  America.  The  nation’s  11th  largest  truckload  carrier  derives  50  percent  of  its 
revenues  from  business  that  originates  from  or  is  destined  for  Mexico. 

In  addition  to  the  continental  U.S.,  the  company  moves  freight  to  and  from  every  province  in  Canada 
and  Mexico  and  even  serves  Central  America.  CFI  has  experienced  dramatic  growth  with  revenues 
climbing  from  $14  million  in  1980  to  $321.7  million  in  2000.  Its  strong  5A2  Dun  &  Bradstreet  rating  and 
its  rank  in  the  top  1  percent  in  the  industry  with  respect  to  profit  margin  are  evidence  of  the  company’s 
strength.

Academic  Attire 


* /\  s  early  as  the  twelfth  century  the  first  modern  universities,  at  Bologna  and  Paris,  were 
centers  of  European  learning.  The  usual  garb  of  the  time,  for  both  churchmen  and 
laymen,  was  a  long  gown  which  was  necessary  for  warmth  in  the  unheated  buildings  of  the  day. 
Scholars,  generally  members  of  church  orders,  wore  such  robes  and  also  hoods  to  protect  their 
shaven  heads.  Later,  skull  caps  were  worn  on  the  head,  and  the  hood  became  a  cape  which  could 
be  pulled  over  the  head  in  unpleasant  weather.  The  hood  was  also  sometimes  used  to  collect 
alms  from  the  more  affluent  members  of  the  community.  As  additional  universities  were  founded, 
distinctive  forms  of  the  gown  and  hood  were  adopted  by  their  faculties.  Variations  indicated  ranks 
within  the  institutions.  Strict  rules  were  published  and  in  some  cases  punishment  cited  for  tailors 
who  departed  from  the  authorized  design. 

The  academic  hat  was  a  later  development,  adapted  from  the  headdress  of  the  ordinary 
people.  Academically,  it  was  originally  worn  as  a  symbol  of  the  master’s  degree,  and  existed  in 
various  forms:  some  were  round,  some  square  and  some  had  a  tuft  in  the  center.  The  flat,  square 
“mortar  board”  of  today  originated  at  Oxford  University  in  England. 

Academic  costume  came  to  America  in  1 754  with  the  founding  of  King’s  College,  now 
Columbia  University.  Styles  became  quite  varied  as  they  were  in  Europe,  but  in  1895  a  group  of 
American  college  and  university  representatives  met  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of  academic 
apparel  for  this  country.  This  led  to  the  establishment  in  1902  of  an  “Intercollegiate  Code  of  Aca¬ 
demic  Costume.”  The  American  Council  of  Education  formed  a  committee  in  1932  to  review  the 
1895  code,  which  was  again  reviewed  and  revised  in  both  1960  and  1965. 

There  are  today  three  basic  types  of  gowns  and  hoods.  The  bachelor’s  gown  has  pointed 
sleeves  and  is  designed  to  be  worn  closed.  Recipients  of  the  associate  degrees  wear  gray  gowns 
designed  like  the  bachelor’s  gown.  The  master’s  gown  is  designed  with  an  oblong  sleeve,  open  at 
the  wrist  and  with  an  arc  cut  away  at  the  front  of  the  sleeve.  It  may  be  worn  either  open  or  closed. 
The  doctoral  gown  is  of  a  full  design  with  voluminous  sleeves,  and  it  also  may  be  worn  open  or 
closed.  Unlike  the  other  two,  the  doctoral  gown  is  faced  down  the  front  with  velvet  and  with  three 
velvet  bars  on  the  sleeves.  These  may  be  black  or  a  color  related  to  the  subject  of  the  degree.  Thus, 
arts,  letters  and  humanities  may  be  white,  business  degrees  may  be  drab  or  sapphire  blue,  educa¬ 
tion  uses  light  blue,  fine  arts  is  brown,  music  is  pink  and  science  is  golden  yellow,  to  name  a  few. 

The  caps  are  always  black,  with  a  black  tassel  for  baccalaureate  degrees  and  a  tassel  of 
the  color  indicated  above  for  master’s.  Doctoral  caps  usually  have  a  tassel  of  metallic  gold  color. 

The  hoods  worn  by  master’s  degree  recipients  are  lined  with  the  official  colors  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  awarding  the  degree.  The  binding  and  edging  of  the  hood  is  silk  or  velvet  in  the  color 
pertaining  to  the  subject  area.  Doctoral  hoods  are  longer  and  designed  somewhat  fuller,  but  the 
colors  again  are  those  of  the  institution  granting  the  degree  for  the  lining,  and  of  the  subject  for  the 
wide  edging.  There  exists  a  small  bachelor’s  hood,  but  generally  it  is  not  used  in  this  country.

Inherent  in  its  international  approach  to  undergraduate  education  is  the  College’s  desire  to 
prepare  its  students  to  understand  world  affairs,  international  issues  and  other  cultures  as 
seen  through  their  history,  geography,  language,  literature,  philosophy,  economics  and 
politics.  Knowledge  and  understanding  of  other  cultures  of  the  world  also  promote  better 
understanding  of  our  own  valuable  cultural  diversity. 

Missouri  Southern’s  commitment  to  the  liberal  arts  is  reflected  in  a  comprehensive  program 
of  general  education  requirements  for  all  students  to  ensure  that  they  have  a  breadth  of 
educational  experiences  which  will  enable  them  to  develop  communication  and  critical 
thinking  skills  and  to  acquire  and  apply  aesthetic,  contemporary,  civic,  international, 
historical,  mathematical,  scientific  and  value-oriented  perspectives. 

The  faculty  and  staff  of  Missouri  Southern  State  College  emphasize  quality  teaching  and 
learning  as  the  most  important  attributes  of  the  College,  complemented  by  scholarly  and 
creative  expression  and  dedicated  community  service.  Community  service  involves  respon¬ 
siveness  to  the  Southwest  Missouri  region  as  well  as  serving  as  the  intellectual,  creative  and 
cultural  center  of  the  area. 

In  order  to  remain  loyal  to  the  trust  given  to  the  College  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Missouri, 
Missouri  Southern  State  College  will:
